and patrons of the mill, there is still a 
division of interest between the man 
who holds few shares and has a large 
quantity of wheat to grind, and the 
man who holds s large number of 
shares and may heve little wheat to 
grind. In the case of the proposed 
mill at Fort Saskatchewan an attempt 
is made to secure a compromise be- 
tween the interests of patron and 
proprietor that will be sufficiently 
satisfactory to both to ensure invest- 
ment and patronage The number of 
shares is fixed at 500. For the pur- 
ef the calculation it does not 
matter whether all the shares are 
taken up or not. Those not taken up 
come into the calculation as the com- 
mon property of the company. At 
the close of a year’s business the profits 
of the company, if any, are divided 
into two equal parts. One of these 
parts is distributed to the shareholders 
in the ordinary way. The cther half 
ia divided by the number cf bushels 
of grain which the mill has ground 
during the year, the result being a 
certain number of cents per bushel. 
[he number of bushels of grain is also 
divided by 500 the number of shares 
of the company, the result being so 
many bushels per share. By by-law 
of the company each shareholder who 
supplies wheat to the mill gets in 
addition to the price received at time 
of sale, the cents per bushel resulting 
from the division of half the profits 
the total number of bushels 
ground by tke mill, up to as many 
bushels as he holds shares at the 
number of bushels per share that is 
arrived at by dividing the total num- 
ber of bushels supplied by the total 
number of shares. No shareholder is 
allowed to hold mere than five shares. 
For instance: The mill grinds 250,- 
000 bushels in the year. The profits 
are $10,000. The amount of profit is 
divided by 2, giving $20,000 for dis- 
tribution amongst the shareholders, or 
$40 per share. The remaining $20,- 
000 is divided by the number of 
bushels, which gives 8c a bushel. The 
number of bushels divided by the 
number of shares gives 500 bushels per 
share. Farmer A holds two shares 
and has supplied 800 bushes of wheat 
to the mill. He has already received 
his share of half the profit on his two 
shares, and besides he now receives 8c 
per bushel above the selling price on 
the grain he has sold the mill. Farmer 
B only holds one share and has sup- 
plied 1,000 bushels. He receives his 
profit on his one share, and 8 a 
bushel on 500 bushels of the grain he 
supplied to the mill, in consideration 
of the one share held by him. The 
8c a bushel on the remaining 500 
bushels whieh he supplied goes into a 
fund to the credit of the company at 
large. By this system the farmer has 
an inducement to teke shares in pro- 
portion to the grain he has to sell, he 
has an inducement to sell his grain to 
the mill, and he gets all there is in the 
grain over the actual cost of making 
and marketing the product of the 
mill.

THE WHEAT SITUATION. 
Edmonton, N.W.T., Jan. 7,99. 
Eprror Buiisrin. 

Dear Sir: The absence of discus- 
sion by cerrespondents of topics inter- 
esting, and of importance to the whole 
community is a noticeable feature not 
only im your valuable sheet, but in 
the Northwest press generally. Daily 
in conversation I hear views advanced 
on subjects of vital interest to this 
rapidly developing district, which if 
communicated through your columns to 
your many readers, might lead to con- 
certed action, so far sadly lacking here, 
to remove some of the many disad- 
vantages which prevent our farming 
population from reaping the full bene- 
fit of the marvelously fertile soil of 
Alberta. This apparent distaste for 
discussion certainly does not proceed 
from lack of education, for we here 
are in that respect nota whit behind 
any of the older partaof Canada. Per- 
haps one reeult of the loug and man- 
ful battle waged by the old timers 
against the conditiona existing in past 
years has been to make them too easily 
contented with the degree of success 
achieved, and not fully awake to the 
obstacles remaining. Perhaps again 
they ere, as individuals, too busy reaping 
the present fruits of past labor to take 
interest in matters not at the moment 
directly affecting their own pockets. 
Enough! Be the explanation what it 
may, the faet remains that questions 
of the most vital importance remain 
undiscussed, while a public meeting 
and several lettere in your columns are 
devoted to the subject of a market site 
for the town of Edmonton—in. itself 


by no means unimportant, but relative- 
ly a mere bagatelle. 

Without amy pretence thet the 
views I put forth are solely my own, 
or other than the result of ‘conversation 
with those who know of this country 
what I am striving to learn, may I ask 
of you space to present in brief my 
idea of what are really the vital sub- 
jects for immediate consideration ‘and 
action in this country. ; 

To my mind, those are: For the 
town of Edmonten, a good waterworks 
and sewerage system ; and for the dis- 
trict at large, some method of securing 
to the farmer a fair price for his grain. 
Leaving the former and lees important 
question for another occasion let me 
put before your readers, briefly as 
lawyer's natural tendency towards pro- 
lixity will permit, my views of the 
latter. 

All will admit the truth of the 
following propositions, which may 
serve as data for all future discussion : 

1. That were the yield of wheat per 
acre here as low as in the east, no 
farmer could live at the best wheat 
prices so far obtainable. 

2. That our wheat being of excellent 
quality and intrinsically as valuable as 
anything else in the world, farmers are 
under existing conditions defrauded of 
their honestly earned gains. 

3. That until the monopoly of the 
C. P. R. is broken by the construction 
of another transcontinental railway, no 
substantial improvement in wheat 
prices can be expected. 

4. That up to the present moment 
such a railway is a mere dream not 
likely to be realized for many years to 
come. 

5. That even if we enjoyed low 
freight rates through the building of 
such a competitive line, this district 
will always on account ef its distance 
from the Atlantic ports, be ata great 
disadvantage as compared with its east- 
ern rivals in the English wheat market, 
and the full intrinsic value of our 
wheat crop will never be realized. 


The conclusion to be drawn from 
the above premises is that while our 
phenomenal yield of wheat per acre 
makes farming profitable even now 
despite low prices, while competitlon 
in railway rates would substantially 
improve prices, yet distance from the 
Atlantic seaboard is a permanent factor 
against the Albertan farmer and con- 
sequently under no _ circumstances 
can he ever hope to get the full benefit 
of his magnificent crops in the English 
wheat market. 


Now a few as freely admitted data 
as to flour: 


1. Flour costs much more here than 
in the east. 


2. Large quantities of it are import- 
ed, the output. of local flour mills being 
only adrop in the bucket of the local 
consumption. 


3. The loca! flour millers do nothing 
to cheapen flour. They are not 
philanthropists, nor here for their 
health, and they squeeze every cent 
they can out of the consumer, as all 
business men do the world over. They 
are not to be blamed for it. 

4. Eastern millers supply, besides 
the flour consumed in the Territories 
themeelves, no small quantity, all the 
demand in British Columbia which is 
very rapidly increasing. 

5. Japan and China, the one open 
and the other opening, to; the world’s 
trade, require and import flour, and 
the demand will be enormous, 


6. In shipping Albertan flour (when 
we have any to ship) to any point in 
the western part of the Territories or 
from thence across the Pacific our 
millers will have *the same advantage 
in distance over eastern competitors 
that the eastern farmer has over us in 
the English wheat market. 


7. All the money made out of flour 
mills here stays in Alberta, the lion’s 
share in the miller’s pocket to be sure, 
but still in Alberta, whereas in ship- 
ping wheat, the C. P. R., the grain- 
buyer and the midlemen at Wirnipeg 
and Fort William all reap larger profits 
without any benefit to this country. 


The conclusion is that shipping 
wheat is a poor business for Alberta, 
that turning it into flour will pay 
better,and that we ought as a people to 
be ashamed of ourselves for allowing 
one pound of eastern flour to enter the 
Northwest Territories or go anywhere 
west of us. 


Surely, the true policy for Northern 
Alberta is to give up shipping wheat 
and start into making flour. We want 
mills, mills, and the more the merrier. 
Let us first capture the market of all 
Alberta, south as well as north, of 
British Columbia, and as our grain 
area increases monopolize the whole of 
the trans-Pacific shipments. In all 
this field we have no possible com- 
petitor, if we show ordinary business 
ability. 

But, the farmers may say, ‘“ Where 
do wecome in? Will not those many 
millers make just as much money at 
our expense as do the few we now 
have?” Certainly, and the more fools 
they are if they do not. The secret of 
business success the world over is to 
make all the money out of your neigh- 
bor that he will permit you to. In 
the words of the old song “Love your 
neighbor as yourself, but paddle your 
own canoe.” 


The only way out of the difficulty 
for our farmer friends is to be millers 
as well as farmers; in other words put 
all their spare cash into stock in flour 
mille, not the “ Farmer's co-operative | 


ee 


EDMONTON BULLETIN, 


mutual protection” kind of mill, which 
generally ends in mismanagement, 
bickering and financial loss, but in 
straight stock companies as private 
partnerships formed for the express pur- 
pose of making all the money they can. 
With such a limitless market lying 

t of us and no competitors, every 
Pa of wheat land in Northern Alberta 
can be made to to pay to an extent 
now impossible, and our farmers should 
become the wealthiest of their calling 
on the continent. 

Selling wheat too cheap end buying 
flour too dear is a trade absurdity, as 
ludicrous as it is disastrous te this 
country. Let us hope that it will soon 
be a thing of the past. 

This is = matter for an active and 
energetic board of trade to take up, and 
discuss in detail, in order that practi- 
cal and speedy action may ensue.

Many thanks to all those, in 
Edmonton Methodist and Baptist 
Sunday schools, who filled Santa 
Claus’ box, and thus gla idened many 
hearts that had never before enjoyed 
a Christmas present. 

A watch night service was held 
afterwards in the same place.

CAMILLA. 

The annual meeting of the rate- 
payers ef Camilla school district was 
held on the 7th instant in the school 
house. The meeting was adjourned 
until the 14th instant on account of 
the ratepayers not appointing an 
auditer for year 1898. Mr. August 
Cramps was appointed to audit the 
accounts of the district. The report 
of the trustees was received and adopt- 
ed. The auditor’s report was received 
and accepted. A vote of thanks was 
tendered the trustees by Mr. John 
Timney and seconded by John H.

A 'RATEPAYER. 


THE INDIANS AND THE 
SADDLE LAKE BOARDING SCHOOL. 


Communicated. 
One has to speak of hercism, these 
lays, in sparse plain terms, and as a 
thing to be somewhat ashamed of ; 
for is it not a feeble thing to seem to 
flatter? I shall therefore say but 
ittle of those gray nuns and reverend 
fathers whose life's work is the educa- 
tion of the Indians of the Northwest. 
The boarding school at Saddle lake 
Indian agency is a substantial frame 
structure of yellow spruce—unpainted 
-3} stories in height and, maybe, 
60x36 in ground dimension. There 
are several outer offices, various in 
shape, size and material, and the 
establishment looks to be 
organized for strictly business pur- 
poses. By the courtesy of the Rev. 
Father Grandin yeur correspondent 
was introduced to the school on the 
6th January, Epiphany. There was 
io be an exhibition by the pupils, 
some fifty in number—the sexes being 
about equally divided, aged from 5 
to 15 years. The Indians of the re- 
serve had been waiting patiently an 
hour or two when at 5 o'clock we 
were all ushered into the refectory, 
where the entertainment was to be 
held. With laudable prompitude the 
curtain rose at the stipulated moment. 
Occupying the front seats, along with 
the Rev. Fathers and Mrs. Sibbald, 
the wife of the Indian agent, a good 
view was to be had of both stage and 
audience, They were almost equally 
interesting—an effective contrast of 
cold and new. Behind us were most 
of the adult population of the reserve, 
looking much as they may have looked 
any time during the past hundred 
years. Upon the stage was the con- 
gregation of young folks wearing an 
appearance such as we may hope they 
will retain during the coming century. 
unlike only in coloring—complexion 
—to any similar gathering of school 
children anywhere else in Canada. 
Gazing upon the well ordered ranks of 
juveniles on the'stage, observing the 
evident spirit of sympathy which 
animates them, and the confidence 
in and affection for the reverend ladies 
who control them, one might easily 
trace in ali this something of the 
effect of the great iaw of compensa- 
tion which is supposed to have a good 
deal to do with human destiny. - The 
redman was clearly coming “to his 
own, again.” Restitution was being 
gently thrust upon him. The best 
intellect of Canada, of France, was 
humbly at his service, the tenderest

| devotion that. 


-awakens and 
strengthens the most ~ wholesome 
human instincts works its magic for 
his benefit. It will be a happy day 
for the Indian when he realises how 
matters are tending and how mucly he 
has to be thankful for. The pinching 
hunger and the cold are no curse 
than they were a hundred years ago— 
maybe not nearly so evil—and this 
education of that human heart of his 
is all to the good, all gain; real 
worlds are opening to nim which he 
dreamed not of. ; 

To say that the appended pro. 
gramme was as well rendered as it 
would be in any school of the ordinary 
civilized population is to do the people 
of the Saddie lake institution only 
bare justice. The elocution of two at 
least of the performers was admirable; 
and, although throughout the whole 
vocal effert there was a distinct 
accent, the English—in which all the 
parts were sung or spoken,—was yet 
intelligible. The principles instilled 
in‘these young folks aré not evanescent; 
many of the pupils educated in these 
schools may relapse into evil courses, 
but the number who retain and im- 
prove the gifts which are now being 
conferred upon them will progressive- 
ly increase ; and in fifty years from MACHINE SHOP
